There are important princi- 
ples imvotved in the operation which the smith 
should study and understand. We believe there 
are more horses led into shambing gaits, aad 
awkward overreaching aad stumbling habits, by 
bed shoeing, than by all other canses combined . 
And when the horse has acquired there habits, 
he is check-reined, martingaled, and abused in 
other abominable ways, because he does just 
as his owner ought to have known he would 
do under sucm a course of shocing'—N. B. 
Fareer.
